TACTICAL NET PROCEDURES. 


1. Be prepared to spell all proper names using the International Telecommunication Union phonetic 
alphabet. There is no such thing as_ "common spelling". "Q" Signals were devised for CW use and 
should NOT be used on voice nets. Transmit all groups of numbers, phone numbers etc, as individual 
Rumbers. 104 would be one zero four, NOT a-hundred and four, one hundred four or one oh four. 

2, The FCC only requires full |D once every 10 minutes and/or at the end of a 

‘series of quick exchanges. This first example is unnecessarily long

Example 2, (Preferred) (Net Control will be IDing every 10 minutes or less) "MEMORIAL WITH 
TRAFFIC FOR PENROSE" (Gives who and why in 1st transmission) "ROGER, MEMORIAL, GO!" (Net 
Control acknowledges Memorial and gives permission to call direct and Memorial waits a bit for Penrose 
to respond). "PENROSE, OVER" (Penrose has been listening and tells Memorial to send). 

JUMBER XX etc." (Memorial starts sending the message). When finished, both stations give only 

their OWN complete callsigns. We realize that people are justly proud of their calls but when working in 
an emergency net, we need the extra time more than we need the callsigns. 

3. The word "BREAK" is never used unless there is an emergency. Use your callsign (full or last three 

letters) or Tactical Call to gain recognition. 

A "Tactical Call" is a name assigned during certain events to identify an operating position. An operator 

may change positions but the position name would stay the same. 

4, Plan all transmissions, know what you are going to say before pressing the mike key. Press the key 

one second before starting to talk (some repeater systems need two or three seconds). Speak across the 

mike, not into it, ONLY TRANSMIT FACTS, and only transmit what is necessary. If there is a need to 

make an educated guess or deduction, PLEASE make that plain. Scanners are everywhere and we do 

ot want to start rumors with the put 

5. When using an HT, keep that antenna vertical except in very rare cases. Once you have found a good 

spot, don't move around until you are through transmitting, 

6. Always know where you are, This is often very necessary. Be able to describe your location. 

7. Always keep your volume up and listen to the net frequency, Do not leave the net frequency without 

permission of Net Control, If you have left the net, report back in when you return to the net. 

8. If you need to have a message repeated use "SAY AGAIN", "REPEAT" sounds like "received" when 

conditions are poor. If conditions are really bad, use "SAY AGAIN, WORDS TWICE." This is very 

effective, Acknowledge all transmissions directed to your station. Use "ROGER" to acknowledge 

receipt of all information or formal traffic’. "QSL" is NOT recommended. 

9. Mainly, stay calm and don't let conditions or others push you into a panic, Nobody can fault you for 

using common sense and making decisions with the Information at hand. Net Control may have the final 

authority but good clean operating habits and methods almost make a net run without an NCS. 


ARES Resource Manager (ARM) 
During any event or exercise we may need to appoint some one to help the NCS keep track of who 
has gone where and who is available to be dispatched next. Ideally, this would be someone that could 
listen to the net and keep in touch by packet with the NCS and/or the EC and keep some the chatter off 
the net frequency. Keeping track of how each respondent is equipped would be a big plus. 


ARES Site Manager (ASM) 
If we were to have a remote site where several amateurs are operating or gathered, we will probably 
appoint someone as the ASM. Look for this to happen in the OCT, 16th Simulated Emergency Test 
(SET).
